Building, 520 Licking Pike, Wilder, Kentucky 41071.

Call to Order:

Mayor Turner called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m.
Roll Call:

Roll call was answered by Councilman Robert Blankenship, Councilman Brack Herald,
Councilman Robert Honaker and Councilwoman Valerie Jones.

Citizen Comments:
No comment.
Approval of Minutes:

Upon motion of Councilwoman Jones seconded by Councilman Herald to approve the
Minutes of December 7, 2015 Regular Meeting. Mayor Turner called for a vote. Motion
carried unanimously.

Incoming and outgoing correspondence copied to Council prior to the meeting.
Reports Presented:

Police Department Annual Activity Report 2015 & 1/31/16
Financial Reports General Fund ending 11/30/15 & 12/31/15

Upon motion of Councilman Blankenship seconded by Councilwoman V. Jones to
Approve financial reports and authorize payment of bills for General Fund
Ending 11/30/15 & 12/31/15. Mayor Turner called for a vote. Motion carried
unanimously.

Attorney’s Report:

Attorney Verst stated there were no Ordinances or Resolutions for consideration. However,
council would need to act on a proposed Zoning Map Amendment for 103 Center Street, Ohio
Valley Solid Surface for approximately 0.542 acres which was presented to the Wilder Planning
& Zoning Commission on January 25, 2016.
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Attorney advised that in order to make a zoning map amendment the commission would have to
make 1 of 3 findings which are as follows: The Map Amendment was in agreement with the
adopted comprehensive plan or that the existing zoning was inappropriate and the proposed
zoning is more appropriate or that there have been major changes of an economic, physical or
social nature such that this change is appropriate.

The planning & zoning commission conducted their meeting and recommended by a vote of 4 to
1 to recommend to council the denial of the proposed zoning map amendment. Zoning text
require 1 of 3 findings are required. In their findings they have found all three: it would not be
in keeping of the comprehensive plan, the current zoning is appropriate and there have been no
major changes in economic, physical or social nature.

Council has the authority to go with the board’s recommendation or they can over-ride the
recommendation of planning and zoning, however, it does require a majority vote of the entire
legislative body. In history, we have never conducted a second Public Hearing and he would
recommend against another public hearing or any additional input from anyone.

Upon motion of Councilman Honaker seconded by Councilman Blankenship to approve
the motion of denial by the Wilder Planning and Zoning Commission of the proposed
Zoning Map Amendment for 103 Center Street, Ohio Valley Solid Surface for
approximately 0.542 based on the findings that it would not be in keeping of the
comprehensive plan, the current zoning is appropriate and there have been no major
changes in economic, physical or social nature. Mayor Turner called for a vote.

audit so we are going to get 2 or 3 bids for next year’s audit.
